Unfortunately sting operations have 
become more and mom common, Even 
ifi states, such as 1 Hi hoi's, where covert 
recording is supposed to he against the 
law, locksmiths have been the targets for 
the news media. 

How do we solve the problem? 

First, protect yourself. Do what you 
can to verify (we cannot confirm) 
ownership. Ask for some form of 
identification. If that is not possible, ask 
for some information that only an 
owner may know. Call the police out for 
any suspicious activity. Do what is 
neeessary to put the customer in the 
position of being liable, not yourself! 
Turn down calls if necessary. 

Second, support positive locksmith 
tegisUition. While these laws are created 
to protect the public, they also protect 
you. They create a standard of 
procedure for situations where 
identification or verification may come 
into question. 

Most of u^ realize that the media has 
been irresponsible in their approach 
and presentation of the locksmith. But 
what can we expect from u group of 
,f pwfessionats" driven hy sweeps week? 

While your approach may work r 
William, I think it would be better if we 
didn't place ourselves into these types of 
situations in the first place.

One of my accounts is a school 
system, ami f haw ^ene raced a keying 
chart for upwards of 100 doors with a 
grand master, various submasters and 
change keys, so far no cross keying 
has been discovered.

rekey ing job, it is usually possible to 
handle their locksmith work without 
having to enlist outside help. This is 
also found money. I have also 
discovered Ihat the employees of 
these large concerns tend to use me

In the outer relocker 
there is a shear section in 
the bolt aloutf with ji 
compression spring" that 
holds the tip of the bolt out. 
If one drills the bolls as 
Dale suggests the outer re- 
lockers will hold the bolts 
out (using spring com- 
pression) .

As you watch TV or listen to the 
_ news about various crimes, do 
you notice who does the most 
screaming? The one* who have 
something to hide, the guilty ones. 
Well, maybe not all of them, bat Fin 
sure the majority. 

When trying to get locksmith 
legislation passed on a, Federal, State, 
or even County level, who doss the 
most screaming for the opposition? 

As an officer of a large locksmith 
association, I've learned a lot about 
people, politics, right and wrong, Bui I 

still feel ignorant and incapable of 
handling (he stress of dividing an 
association and friends amongst an 
issue that effects this entire industry - 
Locksmith Legislation, 

We all talk about educating the 
public about locksmiths, what we do 
and what we stand fur. But before we 

can educate them about us, we have to 
educate ourselves. 

In the beginning, locksmiths were 

very secretive of their trade, they 
thought ihey were protecting their 
craft. If you wanted to be a locksmith 
you had to work for one. And al IhaU 
tiu- locksmith only taught you what 
he/she wanted you to know. Tin- 
trouble begins when we believe we've 
learned all that we need to learn to be 
a locksmith r 

Now all that has changed. We have 
learned that teaching somebody else 
will not deter our own business unless 
they did not learn the legal and moral 
requirements that go wilb the 
locksmith ing trade. Hence... legis- 
lation!! 

1 believe division among 
locksmiths over legislation is caused 
because each (me as an individual Is 
still secretive and protective of their 
trade. After all, look at the ones out 
there that call themselves locksmiths, 
We taught them. But they lack the 
abilily to operate legally and or 
morally. Be it their choice, or

circumstance, it is our responsibility 
to correct this. And it can only he done 
through legislation. 

We have suffered a long time 
without legislation, and it continues lo 
get worse each year as other trades 

impose their regulations upon us. 

To start any kind of legislation 
someone has to put ideas on paper. 
It's irrelevant what it says, but it has to 

start some place, "I hen those ideas are 
taken lo someone i-lsr who will iripul 
their ideas. Then you may bring in a 
few more people into the group, and 
they too, give their opinions and 
thoughts. The more people that take 
pan in this process, the more you'll 
form a general opinion of what 
legislation should be, and what the 
majority wants. 

You cannot have all locksmiths 
involved, or yon 11 never get anyone to 

a^ree on anything. It's the old adage 
that 'Too Many Cooks Spoil the 
Broth." Eventually, yen] 11 come up 
with something I hat looks like an 
acceptable document. Then you vote 
for acceptance or non-acceptance, but 
not for changes (to many cooks 
again) , 

When the group that is working on 
the Legislation package feel they have 
the majority vote, it Is then put into 
acceptable (legalcsc) terms to be 
adopted by federal, slate or local 
authorities. 

When you get down to it, there's 

not a lot of people that make up the 
legislation. The seer el is knowing that 
the majority of the people arc behind 
the legislation. We cannot have 
everything we want in legislation, but 
can we agree with the majority of what 
it says, 

I look at it this way. How bad can it 
be? The people that are putting the 
legislation together (hopefully 
locksmiths) are not going to cut their 
own throats, I low car] they nil mine? 
If it's good as they are. These are not 



people that work out of dirty little 
Volkswagens going from car dealer to 
car dealer offering dirt cheap deals on 
re keys. These are people who have 
Established businesses. People with 
ethics and a sense of fair play whom J 
consider leaders of our industry, We 
should Imsi them. We spend most of 
our time trying to earn our customers 
trust and respect. Why can't we trust 
each other, we wanl the same things! 

Ask members of any local 
association what they waul or expeel 
from their association, and the 
majority will say education - technical. 
Well that's all well and good, but we 
also need advertising, business 
management, public relations, 
insurance requirements, or even 
ethics as it relates to locksmiths. In 
general, locksmiths see this as boring. 
most are interested only in the bottom 
line. And that's how wc got here, Full 
circle. Again, wc helped send 
locksmiths out into the world only half 
prepared. 

When 1 joined the various 
locksmiths associations il was for 
reasons as varied as my customers. 
Each organization is different, and 
each one has their strengths and 
weaknesses. Just as locksmiths 
socialize in certain fields, so do trade 
magazines and associations. 

ALOA emphasizes education, news, 
guidance, national convention, 
Opinions from locksmiths across the 
country. 

Trade Magazines emphasize 
education, both general and 
Specialized, news, advertising, 
opinions from locksmiths across the 
country. 

Local Associations emphasize 
education, fellowship, sharing 
opinions on a personal level h knowing 
your competition on a one to one 
basis, Not for cutting their throat bui 
to learn what others like you do with 
their business. To look out for each

Depth Systems

These systems 
are now known as Pre-System 70 or 
Non-System 70, When developing a

WIRING PULLING TOOLS

Unlike residential ami commercial 
high voltage installation, a high 
proportion of access control and alarm 
wiping is noL run thmu^h conduit. In 
fact, a significant amount of low 
voltage wiring is run through wall 
cavities, over ceilings, through door 
frames, etc. 

Before doing any installation, 
however, check with local building 
codes- There has been a move b> 
many cities to require even low 
vollage wiring: to be run through 
conduit or some other metal raceway, 

lic?cause running low voltage 
wiling can sometimes be a challenge, 
through the next few articles we will 
try and show some of the tools, wall 
and ceiling structures, and installation 
conditions thai a locksmith will 
typically run into while doing 
eleelronic security work. This article 
will cover just a few of the tools thai 
are needed and available for making 
the job easy and installation 
successful.

Drilling, ubviously, involves rlrill 
bits. Their special use here is nn| 
necessarily the type [uaterial it is 
meant to drill (metal, wood, concrete. 
He), hut rather I he condition under 
which 1 he drilling 
inn si be done. 
Many jobs require 
drill bits that are 
ant only extremely 
long but are also 
able to make bends. 

Once a hole has 

been made for wire 
lo enter a wall or 
coiling, there needs 
In be some way of 
feeding it towards 
its i mended dcsli- 
nation. This, of 
Course, ncccs si tales 
the need lor cliffer- 
cril pulling and re- 
trieving tools. Wall 
cavities are often 
filled with insula- 
lion and may re- 
quire the use of one 
type tool. Hollow 
will] cavities can 
use still others, 
Pulling or retriev- 
ing wire long dis- 
tances over ceilings 
can also be chal- 
lenging. 



Finally, once 
wire has been 
pulled it needs to 
be properly fas- 
tened lo ihe surface 
over which it is 
ru lining. Taste iters 
vary with the type 
of surface ihev are 



being fastened to as well as the size 
and number of wires being run. 

Drills 

Drilling for varying conditions 
demands an assortment of drills. Tirsi 
there are varying materials Lo drill, 
such as concrete, metal and wood™ 
Second, because most installations are 




I. TTie drill bits used by the electronic locksmith vary 
by more than just the type of material they arc used 
on. Here a couple of commonly used long bits ore 
displayed. 
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done: in ibe post construction sta^e "I" 
a building, longer specially bits must 
be used to reach (he different areas 
being drilled. In many cases these 
drills are jusl standard drills attached 
1o ItHitf rods. 

When mounting an electrical unit 
to a door, for example, power must be 
run from the hinge edge of the door to 
the electrical unit on the laUrh side of 
the door. In order to run the wire, a 
hole going from the hinge side of the 
door Lo [he electrical unit must be 
mride through the center of the door. 
In this case a king, thin., rigid drill 
must be used, that is typically in 
excess of 48" in length. (See 
photograph L) 

When drilling a wood door in this 
manner it is very important to start 
correeLly. Ilie drill should be eentered 
<snd pointed £l1 tin- o.uivrl single Iim - 
completing the hule. If not, you may 
find the drill exiting the face of the 
duor or splitting the door's veneer, 
Neither of which are acceptable and 
both of which are expensive, 

The ease and accuracy of the 
drilling is determined by how well (he 
drilling is started. If the sinning angle 
and center point is off just a bit, trying 
to con-eel the direction and path of (he 
drill hiter in the process is very 
difficult. In fact, it often meEins starting 
from another point on the door or 
drilling from lhe opposite side of the 
door. 

To facilitate drilling, place a line of 
tape along the face of the door from 
the starling hole to the exit hole. This 
shows the proper an^le for the drill. 

As starting is rnosl important use a 
centering tool, if possible, to hold the 
drill center and square to the edge of 
lhe door. Use a standard length drill 
bit, generally 1/4" or 3/8" diameter, to 
attain the correct center point and 
angle. Once this pilot hole is 
complete, attach the longer drill bit 
and begin drilling,. Drill only a few 
in dies a1 a time, pulling it completely 
out of the door to remove lhe wood 
particles. Be patient, (Sve photograph 
2J 

Another popular bit, the DVersi-bit 
by Greenlee Mfg., has a standard drill 
bit welded to the end of a long thin 
metal shaft, This shaft is thin and 
resilient enough for the u«er to apply a

bend or flex to it during drilling. 
allowing the d rill to make a single 90* 
bend in a rather small radius. With 
enough experience an installer can 
easily drill vertically through to a 
basnncEil, up :niu an attic, through ;i 
door header, or horizontally Lh rough 
the studs of a wall. (Set photograph 3.) 

To use the D'versi bit, a starting 
hole must be made just large enough 
to jjIIow manipulation of the drill end. 
The hole made in the wall is typically 
the wire access hole for the reader or 
control panel and is covered by the 
unit after being mounted, 

After a hole is made, I he drill bit is 
inserted into the wall cavity and 
directed by hand nr. preferably, by use 
of the Greenlee #7!2P placement tool. 
The cool is simply a 120* hook with a 



handle attached. 

Once inserted 
through the hole 
and attached to the 
drill shaft, the bit 
can be directed in 
the proper direc- 
tion.

In use, once the drill breaks through 
to its designated point, the line or wire 
is lied i;n either hole on the drill. ITie 
drill is Chen pulled from the wall, 
bringing with it [he line or wire.

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FAVORABLE FIRST IMPRESSIONS 

Rvsrujch has shown that people who fuok r/wirf are assumed 
to he more intelligent. Control what yon run - your dress. 
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A^ u one working with employees and customers in 
1 he. locksmith industry can deny that the ability to 
create a favorable impression leiii bean immense 
source of power and influence. Yel, while we all 
recognize how centrally significant this jmaJ is, relatively 
little is ever directly sunken abnul it, 

In examining this process it should be highlighted that 
this is essentially a communicative an and as such involves 
[wo channels simullaucuusly - 1 he nonverbal and the verbal. 
What then are the key principles underlying the nonverbal 
side of this art? The following are suggested: 

■Look peuplc in the eye and smile. We lend in distmsl 
those who won't look nl us. On the other hand, those who 
slare withonl smiling are often seen as aggressive. Hence, it 
is very important to combine the two. 

■Nod as you listen to others speak, This signifies that 
what Is being said is being understood- One usually suspects 
thai, if the other isn't nodding, she does not agree with or 
understand the message that is being conveyed. A slight Mil 
of the head signifies warmth and encourages the speaker to 
continue. 

* Use open body language. People who appear 
defensive, tense and uncomfortable obviously do 
not create a favorable impression. There are a 
variety of ways Lo avoid 1 his. ITiese include 
unfolding your arms, uncrossing your legs nod 
unbuttoning your coal. Also, lean forward when 
seated. This suggests you wan I to be closer. 

] railing away suggests you want to keep your 
distance. 

•Use a little touch at tin- rigid niomenl. 
Ahull research has shown llml people willing In 
bouch are considered warmer and friendlier than 
those who do not. However, timing is important. If 
done too early or when considered En appropriate, 
touching can be intrusive, When the ice is broken, though, 
a light (ouch on the other's forearm or back creates a very 
positive impression. 

* Maintain a good genera! appearance and dress 
appropriately, ReseEireh has also shown that people who look 
good are assumed to be more Intelligent It may not be fair, 
but that is how our culture has been socialized. Hence, do 
what you can, particularly in the area over which you have 
most control - dress. 

In verbal interaction there arc also a number ol" principles 
that should be kept in mind. These are as follows: 

* Empathize. We tend to be so absorbed in our own 
problems Lhal we often have little energy to listen to and 



appreciate the problems of others. Those who do listen 
create a very favorable impression, 

• Make the other feel important This is a need we nearly 
all seem hungry to fulfill. To achieve this, become genuinely 
interested in the person you are speaking with. This interest 
can be demon si rated by encouraging him lo 1alk aboul 
himself and his interests. Addressing him by his first name 
also seems to help. 

■Emphasize making paraphrased rather than evaluative 
responses. Evaluative people make us feel defensive. Those 
who summarize what we say without judgment make us feel 
comfortable and understood. 

* Avoid the omniscient impression. Contrary to popular 
belief, perfection docs not foster a favorable impact We tend 
to trust those who can laugh at their mistakes and not take 
themselves too seriously; they create a comfortable rather 

1 h Jin rigid alrnosphe.re. Perfection is usually perceived as a 
facade anyway. 

*Be problem centered rather than controlling. It can be 
irritating when a person or manager tries to control us when 
problems occur. The teamwork approach is 
much more effective: "We seem, to have a 
problem. 1 jet's examine what we did to 
create this problem and what we can do 
lo remedy it." 



The principles, underlying the art of creating a favorable 
impression are not overly complicated, but they are more 
difficult to apply than we miglu generally expert. This is 
because they go again si the hahilsounmunly formed by uur 
culture, where so irmny are frequently looking oul lor 
themselves. However, if we recognize the application of 
these idr.:n as an enlightened way lo enhancing our self- 
interest, they will gradually become more apail of our 
behavioral repertoire and we will have mastered an art that 
will contribute significantly to our financial success.

Many businesses these days are 
concerned about non-authorized 
persons obtaining access to sensitive 
and potentially dangerous areas. 
WhQe larger companies may opt for a 
full-blown card access system, many 
small and medium-sized firms cannot 
afford (he high cost associated with 
those systems. For these customers, 
the best solution is often a stand-alone 
access control lock. 

These will provide the security they 
need without breaking their budget, 
and are offered in both 
mechanical unci eleelrome- 
chanical styles, dependent on 
mFLnufacturer. 

Homeowners also enjoy the 

convenience these locks 
PR) vide, 'teenagers, cleaning 
services and babysitters can all 
let themselves in wilhoul the 
homeowner worrying about 
lost keys falling into the wrong 
hands. 

These locks are in high 
demand because of their 
versatility, ease of use, and 
lower cost. While there are 
several manufacturers now 
producing (hem, each has 
features which make it worth 
considering. 

Alarm Lock 
{Electromechanical) 

Alarm Lock's entry in [his 
field is the D 1 25(H) series lock, 
ihe Trilogy. (See photograph 1.) This 
is nn (-Klmnic luck which is \mv,\ n-:: 
by two 9 volt alkaline balleries. While 
it is available with either knob or lever 
him, the ADA approved levers are the 
most popular and these are what 
suppliers will stock. Key bypass in 
Schlage d C keyway or Best style 
interchangeable core is standard. 

Unique to the Trilogy is the ability 
to release ihe lock remotely without 
the need for an electric strike or an 
external source of power. Additionally, 
every Trilogy lock is designed for 



exterior usage. Because Ihe elec- 
tronics are housed on the inside of the 
door, they are protected from 
temperature extremes. To fully 
protect the lock against moisture, il is 
required that you seal Ihe wiring 
connections with silicone caulk d tiling 
inslullalinn. 

As long as there is adequate room 
for tin- lock huusin^, the Trilojjy will 
replace most cylindrical locksets. The 
insinuation is based on a standard 2- 
l/8 ?l crossbore with a 1" edjyrebure.

One addilional hole is required to 
allow the wiring to pass through the 
door. Although 2-\W4* backset is 
standard, a Schlage ir series 2-3/8* 
dead latch may be substituted. 

Up to L7 separate codes can be 
used to operate the Trilogy, This 
includes: (i) Master Code, (1) 
Management Code, and (15) User 
Codes. The Master Code allows 
control of nil programming functions 
while (.he Management Code is 
restricted to certain low- level 



commands. The User Codes are 
grouped in three 'banks' of five codes 
each. The 1 5th User Code (bank 3, 
code 5) can be programmed as a 
Service Code allowing one-time only 
access.

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UNKNOWN WORKHORSE, THE CORDLESS DRILL 

Advances in hatterij operated drills has made the locksmith's job 
easier, faster and mare profitable. 



A typically unrecognized workhorse 
. in the locksmith's tool box is the 
cordless drill. Having adopted the 
endearing name: "Rotary Pick/* this 
tool is recognized lor Ms convenient 
use in light, short-term drilling 
common in opening loeks< automotive 
lock removal, p re-drilling pilot hcules 
and driving in screws. Overlooked, 
however, is the proliferating: use of the 
tool for doing the heavier, long-term 
work of lock and hardware 
insinuation. 

As little as five years ago, cordless 
drills were considered a convenience 
item that eliminated (he need for 
running exlension cords. Today, 
however, these once infant items have 
rapidly grown into a necessity for 
making nisi efficient work of almost 
any job the locksmith faces. 

The reason for this transition is 

twofold: Kirsl, technology has lent a 
helping hand in creating and 
developing a more powerful, useful 
and versatile tool at reasonable prices. 

Only a few years, ago, a top-of-the- 
line F fully equipped cordless drill may 
have included a 9,6 volt battery, two 
speed selections or variable, speed 
trigger. selectELble torque setting, 
reverse switch, a keyed 3 /ft" chuck 
and cost about $175. The package 
normally included one battery and a 
battery charger. 

Today, for a few more dollars 
(some between $200 and $250), a 
locksmith can purchase an industrial 
rated drill with up to two 12 or 14.4 
volt batteries, selectable two Speeds, 
variable speed I rigger, reverse switch, 
selectable torque settings that include 
a screw gun setting, a quick release 
keyless [l/H"' chuck, one nr Iwo screw 
driver lips, and a quick-charge 
charger. 

The second reason for (lie growth 
in cordless drill use is a result of 
better drills. As they become stronger 



and longer lasting while remaining 
reasonably priced, their usefulness to 
the locksmith increases. It is now 
feasible to use a cordless drill for 
more than just drilling locks and pilot 
holes. The higher torques, longer 
battery life and quick charge bait erics 
allow them to be used on a full day's 
worth of hardware inslallalimi. 

DeWaH, a division of Black & 
Decker, even carries a cordless 1/2'" 
chuck drill capable of handling hole 
saws up to and over 2-1/8" A benefit 
in any locksmith's favor. (See 
photograph 1.) 



Features 

As stated earlier 
features on most 
industrial drills to- 
day include variable 
torque settings, two 
speed selections, 
variable speed trig- 
ger, reverse switch, 
electric brake, and 
keyless chuck. 

lor obvious iv;i 
sons, the keyless 
chuck is of great 
advantage. No 
more lost chuck 
keys. The electric 
brake makes sure 
the drill stops once 
the trigger is re- 
leased, helping 
prevent errors ant! 
mistakes from over- 
turning screws and 
drilling too deep. 



the trigger is pulled. The newer 
versions, however, offer variable 
speeds that are dependent on how 
hard the trigger is pulled. Being 
reversible allows turning in either 
direction. 

As a drill jsj called on for many 
purposes, there is often a battle 
between obtaining the correct drill 
speed while maintaining the highest 
degree torque. For this reason, many 
of the drills arc fitted with a switch for 
se lee Ling the speed range desired. For 
jobs demanding higher speed drilling

'lire label VSR is often attached to 
these drills and simply stands for 
Variable Speed Reversing. The 
variable speed refers In how the drill 
reacts when the trigger is pulled. 
Older or less expensive drills run at 
full speed once the trigger is pulled. 
Models that are a little newer or more 
expensive may allow the user two or 
three speeds depending on how hard 



and lower torque requirements, the 
drill is set for ihe higher speed range. 
When heavy drilling or driving in 
screws demands higher torque, the 
switch is set for the lower speed 
selling. 

Helping with torque settings, most 
all industrial cordless drills include a 
slip or versa-cluleh torque setting. 
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iTiis allows the user lo drive in screws 
without si ripping or burying 1 he 
screw. 

Batteries 

Probably the single most important 

factor in keeping a <1 rill running ;at 
peak performance is the care and 
maintenance of its battery, Unlike the 
motor of a standard drill, with an 
unlimited power supply, the con! less 
drill must balance a motor with 
maximum torque, speed, and time of 
operation with the size and capacity of 
the battery. The battery is the. heart 
and soul of the drill. Even Ihe largr^l 
and most intricately designed drill 
motor is useless without the 
appropriately matching ballery. 

Hatteries that have been abused. 
not fully charged, or are misused 
usually leave the locksmith swearing- 
at instead of swearing-by his drill. 
With proper battery care and 
maintenance, however, the cordless 
drill is a very dependable tool, often 
outperforming I heir corded 
predecessors Tor convenience and 
reliability. 

So r where do we make our 
mistakes? 

Optimum battery strenglb and life 
occurs on a battery that is used and 
charged regularly, Batteries that are 
charged and left to sit in a service 
vehicle eventually lose their charge. 
Drills suffering from long standing 
batteries usually start out strong but 
very quickly die, usually in the middle 
of the job, 

Optimum battery strength and life 
is also achieved by keeping the 
battery and drill whhin proper 
operating temperature ranges. Drills 
and batteries left in vans during I he 
heat of [he summer and the dead of 
winter are prone to severe power 
shortage and loss. To ensure a good 
strong battery, charge regular! y h 
especially after use or prolonged non- 
use. 

Older battery technology advised 
thai the battery be completely 
discharged before recharging. This 
was due to the "memory" that partially 
discharged batteries had. If not fully 
discharged, the battery could only be 
charged up in limit of its memory. 
This, of course, meant most batteries 
could not be fully charged. And in 
order to attain Hull charge, the battery 
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had to be fully discharged and 
recharged several times. 

Fortunately, today's 1ecb no logical 
advances have pretty much negated 
the battery's memory problem. Most 
name bra nil cordless tools now use 
batteries that can be charged to full 
capacity regardless of how depleted 
the batteiy is. Don't apply this across 
the board, however, check with the 
drill manufacturer and that 
manufacturer's insl ructions on 
recharging the baMery for your drill, 

As some final tips on battery 
handling, Edways store a battery in its 
proper slora^*- place. Xever let them 
lay loose on a shelf nr box. Should the 
contacts of these batteries come into 
conlad with nails, metal shelves or 
other conductive material they could 
ruin the battery and /or cause severe 
damage or injury. 

When leaving your service vehicle 
for the day, bring the batteries, if not 
all (lie cordless tools, into (he shop 
where they are projected from 
extreme temperatures. Keep the 
battery and charger clean and free 
from dust and foreign malerial 

Following a few of these simple 
rules will increase the life and 
usefulness of your cordless drill. 

Recently The National Locksmith 
requested cordless drills from the 
major brand manufacturers of 
cordless drills and equipment 
commonly purchased by locksmiths. 
Reviews of DeWalt Black & Decker. 
Milwaukce H Bosch, Kyobi and Skill 
drills follow. We were unable to 
procure a IVlakita for this article. 

All of the mud els reviewed 
included 3/8" keyless chucks and 
ii-v.-isc v^ilches m.-ar the Irigger. 
Both features offer fast and efficient 
tool use. 

The suggested list price is for the 
package reviewed and may be lower if 
buying a smaller package or 
components separately. It should also 
be noted that in most cases ihe actual 
sale price is significanlly lower than 
the suggested list price of the unit. 
The DeWalt unit, for example, has a 
suggested list of $230, but is offered 
by several home centers for around 
$lo"9 h a difference of almost 20 
percent.

Locksmith ing is no longer a 
trade where you can go into 
business after a year or two of 
training. There is going to he a 
need for a higher find more intense 
decree of education. 

But not just technically. 
Locksmiths are going to hnive- to 
become trained in other areas 
regarding business, especially 
marketing. 

While T am sure there will 
continue! to be small locksmith. 
shops operating successfully, I 
believe locksmiths in (he future 
will need to specialize and join 
together to be competitive and 
successful. Instead of one 
locksmith trying lo rover a broad 
range of locksmith related work, 
more and more shops will be run 
by two or three locksmiths, where 
each will specialize in a particular 
area of bcksinithing.

Tip Of The Month Winner 

Ford 1Q~Cvt Door Try-Out Keys 

If you own a set of the Ford Ten 
Cut try-out keys for the Ford 
ignitions, you can use them to 
determine the cuts needed to 
generate door key for these cars. 

As you are aware, both the door 
anti ignition on these vehicles are 
operated by the same key. The: first 

six depths (from the bow) of the 

key operate the door, jind the last 
six operate the ignition. Both the 



door and the ignition share the fifth 
and sixth depth, which is what 
allows the key to work both locks. 

I discovered this recently, when I 
was called out to unlock n new 
Lincoln Town Car, When I 
approached the car with my 
opening tools and wedges, my 
customer began to get hyper and 
literally heyan squealing frantically. 
I realized I hat if 1 were going to 
open this car without my customer 
getting hysterical, I woo Id have to 
find a less physical method of doing 

st J. 

That's when I though! about the 
Ignition try -out keys, I inserted the 
first key in group "A" 1 all the way to 
the stop, and as I slowly withdrew 
the key, I rocked it gently to the left. 
and right. Then J turned the key 
over and repeated the process 
(Remember: thesr keys are cut 
differently of each side), 

The keys in group "A" didn't 
open the door but, the third key in 
group *R" turned the lock without a 
hitch. Apparently, by [Milling the key 
back four spsices, the six cuts that 
would normally turn the ignition 
can become a try nut key for the 
door. 

Since, I have used the ten cut try- 
out keys as a shortcut for fitting # 
key to the door lock on Ford and 
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Mencuiy products thai utilize the ten 
cul configuration in their locks. 

Firsl, I find the key that will 
operale the ignition. Then, I start 
over with die keys an the door, when 
1 find the keys that opt- rate hoth 
locks. 1 have all the cuts required to 
make a operating key Tor the 
customer Twice, I have found that 
ihc "reverse*" of the key that operated 
the ignition, operated the door on tlie 
same car. J feel this was probably 
coincidental and not indicative of a 
pattern, 



Remember most try out key seta 
use half cuts so, you may still have to 
do some imprcssioning or 
processioning to make a proper 
operating key.

When I 
order hi£#age keys, I have to order a 
minimum of $50 worth, and could not 
justify ordering that many keys, for 
this one job. 

Uy the saint- token, ] wauled ]o 
help my customer and by usine; an 
Ilco 1427 key blank and my trusty 
Drcniel Tool, I wlls able to fabricate a 
key for the trunks. 
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I lit] st ration one. shows (he Ilco 
L427. which does nol have a groove in 
it, and ihe modified version of the 
same blank. Using my Dremel tool, I 
grooved about 1/3 ot" the blades width 
along its entire lenglh (to Ihe bow). 

Each time I removed malt-rial 
(from lxith sides of the blank), 1 Iried 
the key in the lock to make certain it 
would eiUer the keyway. "11 ion, when 1 
had the blank modified to where It 
would enter the keyway without 
difficulty, [ smoked the blank and 
iinpressioiied the depths with a 
warding file.

Have you ever tried lc> re-secure 
the latch or bolt unit llial no longer fit 

snugly to the door, only lo find that 
the door was so poorly made that 
there was next to nothing to secure 
the latch or bolt unit to? 

Recently, [ had a customer who 
had four foam -filled steel doors on 
which ihe latches and boll units had 
begun to wobble. When I removed the 

lock from (he first door, I found that 
there was only a one-half inch thick 
stile in the door thai the hardware 
attached to, 

Since there is so little wood in the 
stiles of Ihese doors, the wood lends 
to splil when even Ihe small est 
attachment screw is- used to secure 
[he lalcb. Consequently, it is not long 



before the latch or boll begins to 

loosen in the edjje of the door from 

usage, 

Normally, I would use a MAG 
Inslal-A-Loek or Don Jo reinforcement 
(dale to resolve a problem like this. 
However, the doors and frames on 
these particular units were loo closely 
fitted lo allow me lo j£cl a plate around 
llu-m and slill allow enough room for 
ihe door to close. 

Hie solution turned out to be very 
simple. [ used s|ieed nuls wilh longer 
screws lo hold the hitches and bolls 
snugly in place. Speed nuts are 
available from your lotsd automotive 
supply Store and are used to hold

I was called to remove a key 
extractor that had been (rapped in the 
door lock or" a 1993 Cadillac, A tow 
truck driver had attempted l<> open the 
car with a Slim Jim, and when I hat 
didn't work, he tried to pick (he lock 
with (lie key extractor! 

The barb on the extractor caught 



behind the wafers of the lock and 
would not co live back out. The 
customer called me ami wanted to 
know if 1 could take the lock apart and 
ggl the extractor out, Taking that lock 
apart, with the lighled ring and all the 
electronics in the door, was the last 
thing I wauled to d« ». 

Instead . I used an uncut blank, 
milled about one-half the thickness off 
of the blade and inserted it in the lock, 
beside the key extractor. Since the 
blank was uncut, il depressed all the 
wafers in the lock lo their number one 
depth. That kepi the barb from 
grabbing ihe wafers and allowed me 
to easily pull the extractor out of the 
lock. 

It sure beat tearing down ihe door 
panel

When removing Ihe switch nn (be 
new tienera] Mulurs tilt wheel with 
the square column, I have run into 
difficulty removing the ignition lock 
retaining screw that seis under the tilt 
pressure spring and bu^er switch. 

Apparently these screws are driven 
into the column, culling their own 

thread. This makes it very difficult to 
remove, 

I've discovered that if you use a 
soldering iron and heal ihe screw it 
will come out easily. Yon need to be 
careful to keep ihe plastic buy^er 
switch out of the way of the soldering 
iron lo prevent damaging it.

Foreign Tension Pin Removal 

Hero's fl en u pie nl rips, old and 
new, l hat I use for removing the 
tension pins used to hold some 
foreign igiuilioii cylinders in the 
housing. These are always I rouble to 
remove wiihout doiii£ some drilling 
and some prying, yet I have found a 
few ways to make il much easier. 

The first method involves drilling 
straight down next to the pin. When 
just deeper than half the length of the 
pin, angle die drill into the side of Ihe 
pin and make -ii wry >maH indentation 
or drill ]ioin| mark. 'Hi is allows an area 
thai Ihe scratch awl can bile into for 
removing the pin. 

A second way of removing the pill 
involves finding a paper clip or spiral 
key extractor thai just fits down Ihe 
cenler of ihe pin. Apply sujjer ^lue to 

the end of Ihe clip or eMracior and put 
il into Ihe center of the pin. Let it set a 
few minutes and then genltly pull the 
pin out.

Have any customers suffering from 
their Ford product security system 
giving false alarms? listen to this: 

Ford is apparently suffering from 
some minor trunk lock problems. The 
problem affects 1989 T-birds and 
Cougars, and Lflas through 1989 
Continental Mark VII and Town Cars. 
These vehicles are equipped with ami 
theft alarms and have a switch 
attached to Ihe trunk lock. 

The problem has been false alarms 
caused after a small lab making up the 
switch becomes bent. As seen In 
illustration one, the normal tab should 
have a ft) degree bend. Once hem out 
of posit ion* however, Ihe switch may 
cause Ihe alarm to activate without 
cause. Kord recommends replacing 
the lock. (See illustndwn I.) 
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check for continuity again, if 
continuity still exists, replace the lock 
regardless of the tab's condition. 

If eoniinnity does not rxist, the lock 
is okay, If falsi" alarms continue, refer 
Ihe customer lo a dealer for further 
service. 

The replacement locks generally 
come packaged with a glove box and 
si o wage box lock (depending on 
model). Make sure and replace or 
ivkey these locks when replacing the 
trunk lock. 

Arrow M series locksets no longer 
accept lock cylinders with horizontal 
(Schlage type) tailpieces. 

In the past locksmiths have been 
able to use replacement cylinders in 

Ihe knobsets with tailpieces in either 
Ihe horizontal or vertical position, 
This is no longer possible as Arrow 
hi is changed the key cam on the new 
M series to accept only vertical 
tailpieces.

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BAfCf D OR FRIED? THE BRINKS CASHGARD 

Like ordering at a restaurant^ 
there's always more than one choice. 



The title of this article means 
something specific to me. It shows 
that in real life safecracking, (here are 
more thai] just two choices. There is 
always more than one way to open a 
siafe, and the more experienced you 
get at safe opening, the more choices 
that can be made. In fact, given any 
problem, there are many solutions. 

Limits that arc imposed by l.he 
customer - time, location, price h and 
mental (?) altitude - determine exactly 
what ahernative and selection is used 
and what price is charged. I really get 
irritated when a customer calls my 
company, SAFKRUSTt:K5, and wants 
me to open a safe. Once I'm there, the 
cuslomer then tells me how I should 
open the safe. It cannot be drilled, but 
must be dialed open, they state, Their 
CGU$irt or brother told them this is the 
only way it should be opened. 

After explaining the real facts 
(briefly), I eilher do or pass up the job. 
My mental attitude Is now what is 

important. 

Anyway, on to the derivation of the 

"Baked or 1'riedV" bailie call that I and 
a few other* use. On a recent trip from 
f.iikr Cri-jirvH, Wisconsin, (The 
Beautiful) Jane and I decided to stop 
in Bigfeot (It really Exists), Illinois for 
the Famous Big Foot Inn Friday Fish 
Fry. On this particular summer night, 
there was a long line of patrons 
outside the door uf the lar^e 
restaurant. These people were waiting 
patiently for their turn to eat the 



famous fish prepared a\ I his 
establishment. 

We were eventually seated, and 
watched the waitresses run around 
serving the hungry patrons. The 
harried waitress would go up to the 
table and take the food orders by 
repeating the phrase "Baked or 
Fried," giving each customer one of 
two choices. Thai was the rallying call 
throughout this restaurant. "Baked or 
Fried? 11 Baked or Fried?, Baked or 
Fried, etc. ad nauseam. 

When our turn eventually came 

and the waitress gave us the form id I 
battle cry of "Baked or Fried?," Jane 
calmly stated that she wanted to see 
the menu. There was a momentary 
hush throughout the restaurant w I tile 
the waitress tried to find a menu. Jane 
and I both ordered oil" I he Menu. The 
rest uf the patrons considered us 
'outsiders.' 

Again, the purpose of this story is 
to show that I here are always more 
than 2 choices for most problems. We 
as professionals, are expected to make 
the correct choice. Sometimes we do, 
and when we don't, we write articles 
about (hem. 

For example y I was called on to 
open a "BRINKS" safe for a car dealer. 
The label on the door said Die bo Id 
CashGard. The name on Lite large 
handle was Brinks. 

This was a drop money chest about 
40 years old. After turning both the 
guard and renter's key, the door is 



turned 1/4 turn to the right 

(Clockwise} and then it is lifted out. 
'J lie money ehrsl was housed in ;i :■; 
cubic foot block of cement and steel 
above die Loot. Wry Heavy 

The owner of the car lot was rather 
'j Id and clumsy, and dr tipped the 
guard key into the drop slot while 
trying to 0]>en the money chest. It was 
the only copy that he had, and I was 
called in to magically open the unit, 

Before I got there, his chief 

mechanic and yardman decided to try 
and force the lock open by beating a 
screwdriver blade into the hardened 
steel lock guard above the guard 
key way. He managed to break off the 
end ol the screwdriver in the bottom 
of the hardened guard above the lock 
:hus eUeclively blocking all access to 
the guard side of the lock. 

1 had several choices to make 

(Baked or Fried). I could try to clean 
out the keyway, and then drill and 
pick the guard levers to the proper 
gate position. Since I did not know 
what other debris was dropped or 
forced into the keyway, and what 
other trash might be inside the lock at 
this location, this was no I a viable 
form of entry. 

By the way the safe was located on 
a carpeted floor, moving the safe and 
trying a side attack was also out of the 
question. 1 then asked the elderly 
owner if possibly he might want a one 
key operated safe door. He said that 
would be great and much easier than 
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Screws holding safe head together

The 
frustration arises when we sec lhe 
same products being sold 1o lhe public 
at nearly I lie same cost for which wc 
purchased them from our distributors. 

How Eire we to compete? I low can 
the manufacturer cut the Ineksuiith's 
throal? Shouldn't we boy cot I the 
manufacturers ami dislribulors of 
ihese products? 

While ll»e frustration runs high, 
this complaint raises two issues. The 
first is. It) whom Is the manufacturer 
responsible? The second, who is our 
customer?

About manufacturers first. There 
are I wo types of manufacturers. Those 
that produce products tor the 
locksmith and those thai produce 
products that the locksmilh uses and 
installs. 

The first type of manufacturer 
produces specialty products that 
require a degree of technical and 
professional training and competency 
known only by a locksmilh. They 
solirh and sell their prmlucls through 
locksmith chains only. With this 
group there is little controversy, 

Tile second type of mann lac hirer 
produces a product [hat fills a market 
need and sells those products through 
many venues: i.e. home centers, auto 
parts stores, locksmilh distributors, 
door rim I hardware distributors, etc. It 
is Ibis group with which we are 
usually concerned. 

I hi vine, manufacturers sell to 
outside venders what locksmiths have 
pmvided for years will always be a 

battle. ITs been done wilh a wide 
range oj products. 

While I truly wish that this were 
not the case, as locksmiths, we nee*} 
to look at the cold and hard economic 
reality - Xone of the products or 
services were created by or for the 
locksmith. To apply an old ada^e, to 
believe ibal these products and 
services were created for the sole 
benefit of the locksmith is like the tall 
wagging the dog. 

The products we often view as 
locksmith" pmducls are produced to 

fill m ark el needs. Locked cars need 
car opening lools. doors need door 
hardware, autos need auto locks. 
Manufacturers produce products to fill 
these needs and then field the moist 
profitable venues to sell these 
products. 

Knowing ibis, it's only fair ibal the 
mnnnlarlurers or these products sell 
Ilk-Mi when- -bey are going to benefit 



most. Thai's whal » free market is all 
about That's wlial they are in 
business for! Just as we are. To 
suggest that manufacturers: of locks 
and lock relaled products sell only to 
locksmiths is like auto mechanics 
telling Fram Filter (hey cannot sell 
their products to Advance Aul.o Pails, 
K-Mari, Good Year or E' ires tone. It 
just won't happen. These products are 
not created for the locksmilh, and if 
"owners hip" is to be applied, they 
would rightfully belong to the 
automotive and construction trades. 

Still, most lock and lock related 
manufacturers are aware of the solid 
impact that locksmiths have on their 
business, and have built marketing 
and disihbuliou nel works to serve us. 
Many offer seminars and training 
courses to help the locksmith increase 
his competency and technical ability 
concerning their product. Let's take 
advantage of them, and patronize 
those cllsnibutors that carry their lines 
and serve us wcIL 

The second issue is, who is our 
customer? 

1 have to admit to purchasing a few 
items to repair my own van. Why 
didn't I go to a mechanic? I ihink the 
answer is quite simple; locksmiths are 
iyptcally Do-It-Yuursclfors. We hale lo 
spend money on something we can 
(or think we can) do ourselves. The 
general public is no different. Yet. the 
preponderance of aflernuoket aula 
parts stores and the number of 
backyard mechanics seems to have 
III lie affect on the auto mechanic and 
Ibe auto repair business. How come? 

Do-It-Yourselfers will always exist. 
In exchange for saving a few dollars, 
these people use their own time and 
expend their own efforts. Most often 
i be finished! job i* uo| all that 
aUractive. complete, or correct. No 
am nun I of advertising will appeal to 
Ibis group. Kven tbehesl marketing

According to 
Jim h the Jock you are desilintf with 
employs ,-. prohle cylinder, typU .\\\\ 
seen in Europe. A cam or lug that 
I urns when the key or thumbiurn is 
turned and pulls back on the 
I jolt/ latch retracting lever. 

Unfortunately, in many cases the 
rrirncling lever becomes belli, 

disabling the lock. The only fix is lo 
replace. Jim slates thai Ihe cylinders 
used to he available from Ideal, but 
have since been discontinued. 
Therefore, he recommends thai yon 
contact Atrium in Dallas, TX al 214- 
o"J4-yfrttS. Atrium representatives will 
try and steer you to the closest 



distributor or will supply you with the 
locks themselves. 

To remove the lock it is first necessary 
to open the door. Having done quite a 
lew of these doors. Jim recommends 
removing the door from inside the 
house by pulling the hin^e pins and 
pulling the door out of the opening. 
[x>osen the cylinder retaining screw 
found on the lock face, and remove 
[he cylinder, Tln-n n-riiove the lock 

and replace. Good luck and Thanks 
Jim. 

Q: What is the. best method for 
replacing the ignition tylinder on a 
1988 Mercedes 300TE using the four- 
track key? The customer 1 ?; current key 
iv.-.-'j 't turn the ignition cylinder so I can 
remove it easily The replacement

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ignition has a spring steel retainer on 
the side iff it much like a Volkswagen 
ignition. Can I drill the side of the loch 
housing and depress the retainer for 
ignition removal? Jeff Daniels, 
Louisiana. 

A I contacted The National 
LocksTmlb autom olive tech 
writer, Michael Hyde. Jeff. No l 
unfortunately, there arc no sure fire, 
single answer methods for ;in easy 
removal. This lock is designed with 
two retainers. One resembles the 
Volkswagen ignition spring retaine-r 
you mentioned* Euid the other is a pair 
of keyed locking lugs that are part of 
ihe boosing, 

To remove the lock, the key must be 
turned and ll urube insured inin hi it h 
a too and ho Horn release access hole 
found on the face of the lock to 
depress the retainer and lugs. Even 
with a working Ignition this is difficult. 
So, having- a bad lock it will be 
tougher, and in either case requires 
that the ignition be turned, [n any 
case, try one of these methods. 

Before doing anything,, try and 
diagnose the problem. Check for a 
worn key and/or lock tumblers. One 



common problem is having the 
hardened face cap break loose and 
sopurule ilfldf from the plug. In this 
<iise the facecap will be loose or spin 
freely. 

If you suspect a worn key (not a 
common occurrence), cut a new r key 

by code. 

If you suspect worn lock iumblers you 
have a couple of avenues. First try 
cutting a new key by code. After 
inserting the key all the way into (be 
lock attach a small Vke^Grip pliers to 
the blade with | be pliers banging 
straight down, Apply light turning 
pressure to the bow while gently 
tapping and rapping (lie key and 
pliers. This is- [lone in an attempt to 
vibrate Bhe tumblers to the shear li tie. 
Remember, this must be performed 
very gently so as not lo break the key. 

It thai dnesirt work try cutting a new 
key by code leaving the first three or 
four cuts (from bow) an increment or 
two shallower than ihe original key. 
Place (be key in the lock and either try 
lo impression the first four tumblers 
or jiggling the kry while apply inff light 
turning pressure. 



If the facecap is loose or spinning, the 
lock will need to be manipulated in 
order to turn the lock. Again, no force 
should be involved, this is a 
manipulation technique. Cut a new 
key with a callback shoulder. This will 
allow ihe key to move deeper into the 
lock. After inserting the key, gently 
rock it up ami down and move it in 
and out of the lock to manipulate the 
l um biers to the shearline. 

After turning the lock, insert your 
probe and remove the lock,
